REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent No. 4,941,554 to Sollami. The improvement comprises an 
oscillating motor with an axial groove between the motor shaft and the sleeve, wherein the axial 
groove forms a pressure equalization channel connecting the ring-shaped spaces or a first axial 
groove in the vane connecting the ring-shaped spaces, wherein the first axial groove receives a 
sealing strip which seals off the working chamber for the purposes of relieving a pressure 
differential between the ring-shaped spaces.

The patent to Sollami is cited for the showing of an oscillating motor similar to 
applicant's but lacking an axial groove connecting the ring-shaped spaces.
